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II, PROCEDURES USED TO ESTABLISH RELEVANCE FOR INCLUSION 



A, Instructions to Searchers and Initial Training 

The project began with a series of meetings at which a definition of 
the project goals, limits and areas of focus were spelled out and agreed 
on by the staff as a whole. Prior to this time staff members had read the 
project proposal and two background documents (Havelock and Bennei AN 
EXPLORATORY STUDY OF KNOWLEDGE UTILIZATION, CRUSK #3872, and Rogers, E ,M, , 
DIFFUSION OF INNOVATIONS, CRUSK #01824). These documents laid out the 
basic variables related to utilization and/or dissemination. 

The searchers were also provided with additional materials specifi- 
cally designed to define the relevant topic areas and key concepts. These 
included! (1) a list of "Key Terras"! (2) a list of "Concepts Related to 
Utilization" ordered schematically to correspond to stages in the move- 
ment of knowledge from conception to consumption"! and (3) a search guide 
in the form of a preliminary outline or schematizatlon of the topic area 
viewed first as a social consnunication system and second as an interper- 
sonal process.
